HOW THE HUB'S SURPLUS'WOMEN 


MANAGE TO LIVE. 


They Would Bather Walt on Other 


Women Behind the Counter Than In 
the 
Kitchen—Their 
Self 
Reliance 


GrowJng^The Girls of the Future. 


(Special Correspondence 1 


BOSTON, Dec. SO.—There fa said to be a 


pressing demand in Boston, as elsewhere, for 
"good girls" to work at domestic service In 
families. Such may get from $3 to t4 per 
week, board included Most American girls 
do not like to work ia familjes. They like 
better to enter stores as clerks. They would 
rather wait on the mistress behind the 
counter at less wages than at her house. 
There is still a stain attached to "going out aa 
help." The American girl is told that all 
honest labor is honorable, and that she can 
elevate and dignify her calling as hired 
assistant in the family. 
But she does not 


take the idea. It's too much to expect of 
her. The theory is good, and true. But the 
general practice in society does nob point 
that way. Besides, good mistresses and house- 
keepers are as scarce as "good girls." The 
mistress may ha™ her moods, her tenses and 
tempers as wel) as the girl. Human imper- 
fection dwells in tha parlor as well as attic. 
The good girl is expected to "put up" with 
the mistress' "out of sorts" spells 
The good 


mistress cannot, of course, "put up" with the 
girl's changes of temper-ature and variations 
of compass. Ladies in Boston speak dopre- 
catingly of the tendency of girls to seek the 
ill-paid positions in shops and stores rather 
than accept better paid positions in families, 
where they could have a "good home." But 
the girl has ako her idea as to a "good home." 
It may differ from that of the mistress 
The 


girl, for instance, may want to go out every 
night, when hor day's work is done 
The 


mistress may be able so to do. We are all 
imbued with a ten ibly troublesome, turbu- 
lent desire for ireedom. It extends to maid, 
master and misti ess. In the girl's estimate, 
among other things a good home implies 
eome freedom, recreation and change. If 
you are "free, white and 20 or 31," do you 
want your going out to see your chums lim- 
ited to one evening a week? I have heard 
ladies blazing nway at the folly and extrava- 
gance of girls of lowly estate a tew hours 
after losing an amount equal to a girl's six 
months' wages in stock gambling. 
How hard 


it is for any of us to find that jewel consist- 
ency, and wear it cons'stently after we have 
found it. 


The female stage supernumerary gets $5 


per week. Out of this she mtfst in part 
'furnish her costume. For time ixnd labor pre- 
viously expended, at rehearsals before the 
play is put on, ihe gets nothing. Preparatory 
to a spectacular piece I have seen eighty 
supernumeraries "rehearsing" tor two weeks 
from 8 in the evening till 2 in the morning. 
Next morning rehearsals were called for at 10 
and might last till 3 in the afternoon. Re- 
hearsal for the supernumerary means three 
hours of waiting to one of doing. She may 
also have the opportunity of realizing the 
temper of an irritable stage manager without 
being his wife. Swearing at the girls is as 
common on the stages of some theaters as 
swearing at the boys on the decks of some 
merchantmen. 
All stage managers, how- 


ever, are not alike. Some are swine and 
some are gentlemen. The majoi ity of girls 
who go on the stage in this humble capacity 
never make up their minds to do anything. 
They have no special aim save to get on the 
stage and "dritt." Consequently, as in tbfl 
other walks of life, they drift. A purpose in 
any life is what the burning glass is to light It 
brings one's bb-ength to a focus and seta at 
least some part of the world on fire. No aim- 
less life ever sets the world on fire. When B 
girl on the stage begins to do anything well, 
she begins to manage the manager. 
She 


waits less and drudges less, and if she be wise 
and her pretty little head doesn't run away 
with her (as m two-thirds of these cases it 
does) she may have an assured position and a 
fair salary. But there are all sorts of slips 
'twixt cup and lip. 


The decorative art line seems pretty full 
ire, In all manner of show windows are 


seen specimens of painting from female 
hands. ThPie are paintings on plaques, on 
shells, on academic board framed and un- 
fiamed. These are left on sale, and often 
are not sold. There are so many here who 
"paint" 08 to give rise to the expression, 
"Everybody paints." Now everybody does 
not paint. But more do paint than ever 
painted before, Barely do I find here a 
private family but some member thereof 
'paints." 


Onelrouble is theie is too much paint and 


too little push 
There is more room here for 


this artistic* talent couid it be applied to other 
fields. 
Few men are now needed who could 


give suggestions to people m the matter of 
fHI nislung and decorating houses. There is 
still left m Boston an immature element sud- 
denly risen to wealth and having more money 
than taste 
These need artistic women to set 


their Louse in order, and such women could 
find a profitable calling here, were she first to 
resolve in mmd that she would never cease 
pushing until she did find it 


There are men here who would flatten out 


immediately were they to lose the vures they 
bully and think the weaker vessels. They 
are as dependent on them as is your big brute 
of a boy, who thinks he runs the universe, 
while, were not his fond and foolish mother 
looking out lor his clothes and his feed, he 
would be as ragged as any tramp and as 
starved as the guest at some New England 
country hotels after supper. 


What is the outcome of the surplus woman 


here? With all the pain and privation ac- 
companyinz tho condition of affairs there is 
good working out of it. More women in Bos- 
ton than perbups in any other American city 
are being taught to depend on themselves and 
their own powers. More women here than 
elsewhere are, through these hnrd paths, be- 
ing taught the error of marrying simply for 
a home and an assured support. Women here 
are commencing to find out that their "rights" 
are their own powers; that talent, executive 
ability and other forces of mind, of which the 
many now know little, belong to woman as 
much as to man. They are finding out that 
actresses in the drama of life are as necessary 
as actors, and that the play cannot go on 
without them. There is to-day in Boston a 
generation of younger women, whose choiac- 
ter being shaped by the present condition of 
affairs, have determined almost unconsciously 
to "paddle their own canoes." The influ- 
ence of these girls will be felt ten years hence. 
The girl to-day of 15 or 20 is to be m 1890 the 
woman of 25 or SO, and a great advance over 
her sex of that age to-day. There will be a 
great awakening for the masculines when a 
few more women prove their ability to man- 
age large business operations. 
So man can 


do it 
Every woman who manages well her 


household governs well a small empire. As 
she can govern well under tho roof of a dwell- 
ing house, she can also under that of store, 
office or workshop. Her mistake in 1 he past 
has been that of asking her "rights" of man. 
He has none to give her. 
\V hen she finds out 


her power and uses it he must give all that 
rightfully belongs to her.

Condolences. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 86.— The news of 


General Logan's death, although occurring 
on tho Sabbath, spread rapidly by tele- 
phono and by word of mouth over the 
city. To most people in the city, who sup- 
posed he was suffering from an acute at- 
tack of inflammatory rheumatism which 
his strong constitution could easily with- 
stand, the announcement was startling; 
in fact, they would have been no less 
shocked had they heard of his death after 
an Illness of an hour. 


President Cleveland wan informed of the 


Senator's death early this evening, but 
being in bed—himself a sufferer from rheu- 
matism—Mrs. Cleveland, in behalf of the 
President, at once wrote and sent to Mrs. 
Logan a tender note of condolence. 


General Logran's Friends S urprised and 


Shocked. 


CHICAGO , Dec. 28.—The news of General 


Logan's death was received with many ex- 
pressions of sorrow. HU intimate friends 
hero were greatly surprised and shocked 
at his death, few of them having been 
aware until this moreing that he was in a 
critical condition. Ex-United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Richard S. Tuttiill, one of 
General Logan's personal friends, was 
summoned to Washington, and departed 
this morning.

He said: "1 had known Gen- 
eral Logan for twenty-five yean and held 
tbe highest appreciation of him as a 
soldier, as a statesman and as a mail. I 
went out to his house to-day and saw him 
die, and it was one of the saddest experi- 
ences I ever had, 1 saw Wm a day or two 
ago.

OBN. LOGAN'S DEATH. 


General Sorrow In Deoatur on Be 


oeption of the Sad News, 


Meeting: of Soldiers Arranged for To-Nigh 


at Post Hall. 


The rumor was afloat in the oity at 2 


o'clock Sunday afternoon that Gen. John 
A. Logan, the true friend of the soldier 
was in a dying condition at his home a 
Washington, and many inquiries were 
made as to tbe reliability of tbe serious 
report. Shortly after five o'clock the 
Western ijnion office was opened, when 
on inquiry by wire the news came from 
Spiinnfield that the General had died at 
8 o'clock. Tne bul etin wus posted at tbe 
office and hotels, the people generally 
reading tbe unexpected announcement 
with vari jus expressions of genuine sor- 
row. 
The news spread rapidly and men 


gathered ir groups, giving expression to 
their regret and tpeaking of his deeds as 
a great soldier and statesman. At the 
churches the news went from month to 
mouth, nhile many of the ministers who 
had not been informed of the General's 
death in tbeir opening prayers offered 
supplications that his life might be 
spared. 


Gen. Logan had many personal friends 


in Deoatur, and tbe old soldiers in the 
community admired and loved him as a 
comrade and a brother. Their hearts to- 
dav are filled with sorrow. 


On two reunion occasions Gen. Logan 


accompanied by his wife visited Deoatur 
and received ovations from onr patriotic 
people while they listened to his addrests. 
He was here with Gen Grant in Oetobn: 
1880, when he and his wife were guests of 
Mr. and Mrs Jas Millikin, where a recep- 
tion was held. He came again in the 'ail 
ot 1884 when he waa the gueat of Mr. 
Millikin, and when every old soldier in 
the escort procession crossed palms with 
the General and Mrs. Logan, He spoke 
in the park that afternoon. He was to 
have paid Decutnr anotber visit last fall 
during the reunion, but he was fueling 
unwell after speaking at Marion the day 
previous to his engagement here, and in- 
9ta<id of coming to Deontur he took the 
Central branch at Centralm and went to 
Chicago, telling Gen. Fuvsy that he felt 
so badly that he bad to go home for 
needed rest,

Mr. and Mrs. Millikin were gneets ot the 
Logan family at their new borne 
The 


General was then in splendid health and 
remarkably fine spirits 
He and Mr. 


Millikin were warm personal friends, and 
it was through the General's advice thnt 
Mr. Millikin went to test the curative 
powers of the waters at Poland Springs 
»t the foot of the White Mountains in 
Maine. The General had tested the water 
lor kidney trouble and found it excellent.
